IRISH RACE OLYMPIC, 


APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 


The London Gaelic Athletic Association hi ve 
issued a copy of an al.to the delegates at 
the Irish Convention, asking for support 
for the Irish Race Olympic, or Tailtean, Games, 
to be held in Dublin on August 7, which are 
backed by the Gaelic Athletic Association of 
Ireland and “ An Dail.”

JOHN NICHOLSON, 


TO THE. EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The following note is extracted from 
“The Donnybrook Parish Magazine” of Febro- 
ary ist, 1922:—“In the illustrated papers lately 
there was a picture of the statue of General 
John Nicholson which has been erected in Lis- 
burn, where he spent bis boyhood. On this 
statue it was stated that he was born at Lis 
burn: this, we ‘believe, is an error. Nichol- 
son's father was Dr. Alexander .Nicholson, a 
vhysician of note in Dublin; his residence was 
in Moore street. His son John was born on 
the llth December, 1821. In 1830 the father 
died, and the widow went with her children to 
live at Lisburn. There is some evidence that 
Nicholson was born at Vergemount, in the 
parish of Donnybrook, and that he was bap- 


tised in St. Mary's Church. Unfortumately, the 


Parish Register for that period was lost many 


years ago. We shall welcome any information 


on this subject, which we shall write about 
more fully in a future number.” 
In “ The Treble Almanack” (in which Wil- 


son’e Dublin Directory was incorporated) for 


the year 1820, Dr. Alexander Jaffray Nichalson 
is shown as residing at 14 Moore street. In 
the following years, 1821 and 1822, the same 
authority shows that Dr. Nicholson wae resi- 
dent at Lisburn. If, according to his own de 
claration, Nicholson was born in Dublin on 
the 11th December, 18992, it seems probable that 
his paréhts”" returned from Lisburn in that 
year, and that he was born in Gardiner street 
{as your correspondent seems to think), where 
Dr. Nicholson, according to “The Treble Ak 


manack.” was resident in 1223. 


Dr. Nicholson appears to have been attached 
to the Lying-in Hospital during the years 1825- 
1828, and to have lived subsequently at 35 Daw- 
son street. up to 1850, which is given as the

The New Crisis. 


The British Government has stayed the 
course of the Free State (Agreement) Bill, 
and, at its request, Mr. Arthur Griffith 
has gone to London. Mr. Lloyd George 
will hasten his return from France in 
order that all the aspects of the new 
Irish situation may be discussed im- 
mediately. at Downing. street. Here is 
sufficient proof that British Ministers do 
not share the comfortable views of some 
English newspapers. It is not a mere 
matter of a temporary accommodation 
between the Republican and Free 
State leaders. There is, unhappily, 
no ground for the suggestion that 
the truce portends an early conversion 
of the Republican Party to’ the policy of 
settlement within the Empire. The new 
situation involves far more ‘than a post- 
ponement of the Southern elections and 
an upsetting of all the British Govern- 
ments plans. What is chiefly involved is 
a radical change in the spirit, if not the 
actual terms, of the bargain which was 
made between the British Government and 
the Irish plenipotentiaries. ‘Tho essential 
condition of this bargain was that the 
Irish people should accept the Peace 
Treaty. It was to be submitted to them 
at the first possible opporiunity, and there 
was to be no question of any alternative. 
On the assumption that the Treaty would 
be so accepted the British Cabinet trans 
ferred large powers to the Provisional 
Government .and emptied Ireland of 
British troops. 

Now an entirely new situation has been 
created. Under the Dublin Mansion 
House agreement the electors will not be 
allowed to. vote on the single issue of the 
Treaty. A double issue will be submitted 
ta them--the Treaty and the Free 
State Constitution “in its final form.”’ 
It is true that the Constitution will be 
framed by supporters of the Treaty; but 
it is equally true that it will be framed 
under such pressure of. Republican 
criticism as cannot fail to influence it. 
Moreover, when it is framed—good or bad, 
possible or impossible—it will be irzevoc- 
able. The electors cannot reject this 
Constitution witho:.t rejecting the Treaty ; 
and, since the vast majority of them want 
the Treaty, and sre not experts in the 
highly technical business of constitution- 
making, it is probable that, for the 
Treaty’s sake, they will swallow the Con- 
stitution with their eyes shut. The Im- 
perial Parliament may find, however, that 
the Constitution strains, or ever defies, 
the basic terms of the Treaty, and) may be 
unable to accept it. In that event, as 
the Mansion House agreement has 
decreed, there can be no compromise. 
The whole settlement must collapse. Ire- 
land will have lost the Treaty and will 
be plunged into a new maelstrom of 
misery and strife. Britain, having 
stripped herself for peace, will be forced 
to assume once more the panoply of war. 

The. British Government cannot, afford 
to take so grave a risk. It recognises, as 
all friends of settlement recognise, the Pro- 
visional Government's difficulties. We are 
sure that it retains the fullest confidence 
in the good faith of Messrs. Griffith and

The Third Report. 

The last. instalment of Sir Eric Geddes's 
magnum opus was finished yesterday, when 
the third report of the famous Committee 
was issued. Jt recommends further 
economirs in the national expenditure ; to 
the extent of nearly £9,000,000, thereby 
increasing the total amount of the pro- 
posed “cuts ’’ to the respectable sum of 
almost £87,000,000. The ideal which the 
Committee had before its mind was 
£100,000,000; but, in the circumstances, 
all impartial critics will admit that it has 
done very well. The third report deals 
mainly with the rag-tag and bobtail of the 
spending departments. It recommends a 
saving of £2,500,000 on the administration 
of the revenue departments, among which 
is included the Post Office, and proposes 
to curtail the expenditure of the Colonial 
group by £2,250,000. Strangeiy enough, 
it leaves the Cabinet Secretariat untouched, 
although this body of 165 individuals, 


which is a legacy of the war, costs the 


country £54,000 a year One little item ‘on 
the list will surprise many people. The 
expenditure on “Arts and Science ' is too 
high by £43,000. We should have thought 
that extravagance in artistic or scientiic 
affairs was about the last fault of which 
the British Government could be accused ; 
but wonders never will cease. Now thai 
all three reports are in the hands of the 
public, the Government must decide what 
steps it proposes to take in the matter. 
The Admiralty is up in arms against Sir 
Eric Geddes, and rumour has it that the 
Cabinet is wavering. Mr. Lloyd George 
and his colleagues, however, cannot go 
back on their word. They appointed the 
Geddes Committee to recommend a mazi- 
mum saving in the nation’s expenditure. 
The Committee has dome its duty; the 
Government must follow suit. 


Irish Roads. 


The deplorable condition of the Irish 
roads was mentioned by Mr. Churchill 
in the House of Commons yesterday, and 
was one of the topics of discussion at 
the annual meeting of the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club in Dublin. The Clubs 
report contained the welcome news that a 
fillip had been given to Irish motoring by 
the conclusion of the political truce last 
July, but added that little progress. could 
be made so long as the roads remained in 
their present condition. Unless an early 
start be made with the work of restora- 
tion, not only will tourists refuse to bring 
their motor cars to Ireland, but they will 
go elsewhere for their summer holidays. 
Ireland cannot afford to lose a single 
tourist, and we hope that the Provisional 
Government's promised grant of £300,000 
will be made without farther-delay. The 
formation of the Irish Motor Legislation 
Committee is a step in the right direction. 
This body is representative of many im- 
portant interests, and its advice should be 


very useful to the Provisional Govern- 


ment. Its members know every mile of 
the Irish roads, and, if they are con- 
sulted, many mistakes may be avoided. 
The ‘important thing, however, is 
that work shall begin at once. Many 
months must elapse before the roads 
can be restored to anything like a decent 
condition, and motorists, cyclists, and 
pedestrians alike demand that the high- 
ways shall be cleared of obstructions 
before the summer, 


Germany’s President. 


The predominance of plutocratic in- 
fluence in Germany, led with the 
gradual resurgence of. the io rebels aristo- 
cracy, has resulted in the almost complete 
effacement of the President of the German 
Republic. The fact that such a person 
exists is revealed in the news that a fresh 
election is about to take place. The 
present head of the German Reich is one 
Fritz Ebert, a saddler by trade. He was 
chosen, in the first instance, during the 
nak? ipa of November, 1918, and his 

appointment was confirmed by the Weimar 
National Assembly. Under the German 
Constitution, however, the President of the 
Republic must be elected by the vote of 
the whole German people, and Herr 
Ebert's appointment does not conform 
with the letter of the law. Consequently, 
with his full approval the first regular 
election will .be held at an early date. 
Probably, Herr Ebert will stand again ; 
and, if he allows his name to be sent for- 
ward, his chances of re-election will be 
excellent. This rough old saddler has 
»adapted himself remarkably well to his 
new conditions, and has shown astonishing 
tact and ability in every German crisis. 
The fact that his name rarely has appeared 
in the newspapers during his three years 
of office is one of the strongest points in 
his favour. The’ Germans argue that a 
man who has succeeded in holding hire. 
self aloof from every controversy since the 
Armistice must be a man in a million.

FURTHER ECONOMIES 
.. INEEDED. 
‘THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


. Assuming that a diminution in the yield from 
taxation owing. to. bad trade will be offset by 
the realisation of surplus assets still to be 
realised, the revenue for 1922-23 on the exist- 
img basis of taxation would amount to about 
946 millions, leaving a surplus of only about 
25 millions’ for meeting the American debt 
interest and for relief of taxation.

Referring to the British share of the bargain 
with regard to the Irish Treaty, the Westminster 
Gazctte says :—VWe have sigred a Treaty with 
the Irish people, by which we give them the 
right to manage, and even to mismanage, their 
own affairs.

FIGHTING SERVICES. 
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SUPPLEMENTARY REMARKS 

With regard to the fighting Services, the third 
report contains some supplementary observa- 
tions. It shows that oft of £1,100,000.000 of 
national expenditure, £710,000,000 consists of 
debt charges or pension charges, or items which 
cannot be altered without a definite change of 
policy, of prestige, and of safety play an im- 
Ean part in the estimates for these Services, 

ut there is' also the same difficulty in critieis- 
ing these estimaies, which arises whenever a. 
layman questions the expenditure of techni- 
clans and experts. 

This difficulty is common to all the great 
practical activities of civil life, but in civil life 
the experts and technicians can usually be 
checked by obtaining a second opinion. Such 
possiblities ao not occur with the fighting Ser- 
vices, and the difficulty is thercby increased. 

The Committee quotes the Admiralty letter 
to the Treasury last August. Out of estimates 
for 81 milhons, the Admiralty replied that they 
were only able to om £1,968,400. The Com- 
mittee’s own proposed “‘cut’’ is £21,000,000.) 
The Committee adds this comment :'— 

“In view of sneh a pronouncement, a civilian 
might, mdeed, shrink from suggesting any re- 
duciion in Naval expenditure. We, however, are 
definitely of the opinion, after our investigation, 
that this grave advice cannot be justified. In 
our judgment, this is a forcible illustration’ of 
the financial danger of acceptgmg unchallenged 
the dicta of naval and military experts. 

“Their natural tendency is imvariably to be 
eatisfied with nothing short of perfection, to 
which must be added their inherent desire io 
maintain the prestige of the service. We are 
convineetl, on the facts submitted to us, that 
great economies can be realised im the fighting 
Services if the control of the Treasury over 
them 1s vastly increased arid hrought up to the 
standard obtaining in the civil departments.”

THE GRANT IN ALD. 

The Committee cemplains that the grant in 
aid of £800,000 to balance the revenue of the 
Tanganyika territory calls for close scrutinv. 
The argument that it would be a. sound in 
vestment for the Britteh taxpayer, the Com- 
mittee replies that he has no surplus funds for 
such investments, They suggest an increased 
revenue by taxmg the natives, and that the 
grant in aid should be cut down to a loan of 
£600,000. 

Of Somaliland. which cosis us £72,000. the 
Committee makes the significaut observation 
that “ so. long as the occupation is continued 
substantial contmbutions will bave to be made 
by the taxpayer.”’ 

With regard to Irak, alihough the Colonial

The last fallacy on my list is that because the H 


rate of exchange is greaily in favour of one 
country it is an advantage to such country and a 
disadvantage to the country with which it is 
compared, This is not so at all. The circum- 
stance’ is neither an advantage nor a dis- 
advantage to either country. 

If we have clearly in mind the function of 
money, the fallacy is at once apparent. When 
two countries trade with each other they do 
not exchange money; they exchange commodi- 
ties—the money is only a counter for the pur- 
pose of effecting easily the exchange, which 
would otherwise done by barter.

PARTITION. 


When the Government decided in 1920 to pass 
the Act for the Better Government of Ireland, 
lord Midleton’s party found itself in a very 
awkward position. The Ulster Unionists ac- 
cepted the measure as a pis aller; believing it 
to be a final settlement of the Irish blem, 
and decided to entrench themselves within the 
sixcounty area.

'To sup- 
port it whole-heartedly would have meant the 
adoption of the partition principle which the:
